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Rodney (Rod) Fredericks- For six years (2011 to 2017) I was honored to serve as the director of 
Division 2 (Bayou Division). With the retirement of Ken Mason as Division 2 Director I am 
actively seeking once again your support to be the Bayou Division Director. During my past 
tenures as director I was active in Division 2 events, visiting many of the clubs and home layouts 
in the area and working with the LSR Board in making model railroading better. To this end, 
working with past directors, area clubs and model railroaders we were able for the first time to 
organize area wide activities in the observance of Model Railroad Month. This included 
operating sessions, and open houses at several clubs and a number of home layouts.
